a. Updates from the Board of Elections on Precincts 

Chairman Steve Jackson turned the meeting over to the Board of Elections to provide the updates 
on the voting precincts to the Board of Commissioners. Elections and Registrars Superintendent 
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Todd Black, presented the Board many statistics gathered from the previous 2018 General 
Election. The total number of active voters at the following precincts were presented:

Elections and Registrars Superintendent Todd Black presented the following reasons to consider 
possibly closing some precincts: 

• Elections System and Software is around $7,000.00 total cost per election due to having so 
many precincts. 

• Precincts in parts of the County are without cell phone service. 
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No air and heat for the poll workers and voters in certain precincts. 




Todd Black, Elections and Registrars Superintendent, suggested to the County to look into 
providing rides to voters on the election day. 


Attorney Hayden Hooks suggested to the Board of Commissioners and Board of Elections to have 
someone from the Regional Transportation Office to come speak with both Boards on providing 
services on election day. 


Chairmaui Steve Jackson and Vice-Chairman Wesley Williams stated they are not in favor of 
closing precincts. 


The citizens voiced their concerns on possible solutions to make sure all polling places remain 
open. 


Commissioner Jimmie Allen stated instead of piling multiple problems on top of problems, lets 
correct one thing at a time. 


The Board recommended Todd Black, Elections and Registrars Superintendent, to get quotes to 
see how much it will cost to do a Grade Study on each precinct that is not up to code.
